No need for a special charger for a Gel Cell. Just get an adjustable 
voltage regulator such as a LM317, and use a 25K pot and a 2K resistor to 
set the output voltage for 13.8v. Feed the regulator with something more 
than 16v and you are set. 


12v lead acid batteries such as Gel Cells will float charge forever at 
13.8v. Heck unlike Nicads, lead acid batteries *likex to stay fully 
charged like this. The service life for lead acid batteries left on 
"float" is something greater than 5 years. 


Using a float charge to charge a Gel Cell takes a little longer. I would 
expect a battery such as your 4AH to draw about 2A for a few minutes, 
then quickly taper off to about half an amp. The charging current will 
then gradually tail off to almost nothing as it becomes more and more 
charged.

A few, but not all, of the 38 Specials seem to exhibit a phenomenon I 
call "Loud Sidetone." While transmitting, a loud note is heard. The 
volume of this note can not be adjusted by changing the value of R17. 


On my rig this was caused by the a 180 KHz oscillation in U5, the audio 
amp/filter while transmitting. The oscillation caused the bandpass 
filter to ring at the filter center frequency, generating the 
"sidetone." 


My £1x was to connect a .1 uF capacitor on the bottom of the board from 
U5-8 (+8 Volts) to U5-4 (Ground). Now I can hear the sidetone from my 


TiCK keyer just fine. 


My 38s is now ready for the air, although it is not in a case yet. As 
soon as I get my taxes done, I'll be with you on 30 M.

I have been reading the list now for a little over four weeks 
and am very impressed with the quality and quantity of 
technical information.

I am trying to make an IBM PC controlled function generator 
that uses the MAXIMQ38 IC[sine, triangle, and square wave]. 

The target frequency is 10 Hz to 10 MHz (maybe up to 20 MHz 
depending on how hard it is). The inputs to the MAXIM chip are 
quite simple. The power supply requirement is +/- 5 Volt. The 
fundamental output frequency is determined by the input 
current(about 10uA to 700uUA) divided by an external capacitor 
value(20pF to 100uF). One side of the capacitor is tied to 
ground. Fine frequency, and duty cycle adjustments are also 
available. I am planning to use a digital-to-analog chip to 
control the input current. 


My questions: 
1) What type of relay(s) should I use to switch in different 
values of capacitors - Or does it make much of a difference? 


Where can I get this relay? 


2) Does anybody have a suggestion/experience in using a program 
to design single/double sided PCB for home projects?

well after entering Therapy in order to deal with my anxiety over 
100+ of mods, I think I am finally cured. 


I sifted thru, and basically Phase I all I did was change L1 to 
the 6.8 choke and C26(?)to the 330 Silva Mica. 


Dougy and Ori did a GREAT Job.. just build the kit.. follow the 
EXCELLENT directions.. that is what I did.. just went step by step 
(I like checking out manuals as part of the building).

I found another use the "notch filter" knob on the front 

of my radio... 

I found that if you can carefully tune the notch to one side 
or the other of a weak signal, you can sometimes improve the 
copy by eliminating some of the "white noise" that is near the 
audio frequency of the signal you are trying to copy. 

I may be the last one to discover this.

I just got my OHR 100 in the mail today as a result 
of the group buy (thanks) and to my untrained eye it seems that the need 
is due to a double tuned circuit in the VFO. A good discription of this 
type of circuit was written by Wes Hayward in QST December 1991 pg 29, 
titled THE DOUBLE-TUNED CIRCUIT: AN EXPERIMENTER'S TUTORIAL. It is 
reprint in the ARRL publication QRP POWER pg 5-29. The article explains 
the tuning procedure and uses a meter circuit which may be an acceptable 
substitute for a scope.

Thanks to the good auspices of the fellows on this reflector I was able 
to get a copy of the December QRPp. My copy hasn't arrived and I don't 
plan on ever seeing it! I just want to make sure that my records are OK 
so the next issue will arrive promptly via ist class mail. 


The issue contained a very interesting article by Bob Follet WA7FCU on 
his efforts to improve the output power from his Sierra. Since that was 
the next project on my list I decided to attack the problem. Well after 
putting in all of the mods I determined appropriate except for the final, 
I was able to increase the output power by approximately 3db. The most 
challenging band was 15 meters were the stock radio only put out 1 watt. 
This increased to almost 2 watts. 40 meters went from 2 to 3 watts. 


Well I decided to try the final amp change from the 2N3553 to the MRF237. 
Boy what a change. The output power is 4.5 watts on 40m and 3.0 watts on 
15m. This is a lot more improvement than I expected but was a very 
pleasant surprise. I also decided to eliminate the series diode with the 


@.5 volt drop and replace it with a shunt reverse biased diode and an 
in-line fuse for polarity protection. All of the measurements are at 
13.6 volts power input. 


I would highly recommend that anyone desiring to increase the output 
power from their Sierra make the changes indicated by Bob, especially the 
MRF237.

Tonight, listening to the pileup and not hearing the fox, I realized 
that I have _never_ failed to work a fox that I could hear! In other 
words, my foxhunt score (but not my electric bill) would be exactly the 
same if I were running 10 KW. 


I have a good, sensitive, selective receiver (TS-830s with 500 Hz CW 
filters at both IF's plus outboard audio filter). The two filters and 
VBT allow me to narrow the IF passband very nicely. So the problem 
resolves itself into too much noise into the receiver. 


I can't put up a horizontal antenna high enough to be good for DX on 40 
meters (DXing is my other main interest along with QRP). The verticals 
(and now inverted-L) that I've used have been better or worse 
transmitting antennas (the inverted-L seems to be the best so far), but 
they are all inherently noisy. I live in an urban area, too. 


So, what to do? I've come up with two possibilities: 


1) Get or build a noise-cancelling device like the JPS unit. 
2) Put up a low-noise, balanced horizontal RECEIVING antenna. Maybe a 
shortened dipole with a preamp. Continue transmitting on the vertical.

Another way to go, esp if you want "off the shelf" hardware (and you have a 
local K-Mart)... EXIDE Corp (not EXIDE Battery) sells a unit called "ONBOARD 
BATTERY CHARGER". 


It's supposed to charge your Car/Truck battery if you live in cold weather 
(hummm, like New England). The model number on my unit is No.7001204. It is 
rated at: 12 volt 1.5 Amp .. The blurb on the box says it "shuts down when 
battery is fully charged" and that it is supposed to be used for marine, 
tractor and motorcycle batteries. 


It's about $20 .... hey it's from K-Mart .... 


Anyways, I have been using this charger for about 2 years. It easily charges 
my 4 AH Yuasa (for the keyer and other stuff) and for my 7 AH Yuasa for the 
QRP+. The charger does a quick flashing sequence when the battery is low and 
after about 24 hours of charging the charger will display a low flashing 
sequence. At that point the battery is fully charged. I have NEVER used a 
diode to protect against a power outage ... your mileage may vary.

Can't claim any experience of crystal regrinding as all my surplus 
crystals that can easily be taken apart are above the nearest amateur 
band to the frequency that the crystal is already on. 


However, an old compilation of articles from SPRAT, circa 1983, has an 
article by G. J. Bennett (G3DNF) in which he describes the techniques 
of regrinding old crystals and suggests the use of carborundum powder. 


G3DNF advises using two grades, Fine Grit (also known as carborundum 
flower) and Medium Grit, with water to make a grinding paste. He also 
suggests getting small amounts of these by buying a beginners' rock 
polishing kit. By this I guess he means the ornamental and 
educational rocks from caves and from cliffs etc., rather than the 
slang use of the word "rock" to mean a crystal for use in an 
oscillator circuit. (Sorry, a brief lapse into a previous thread!) 


He also advises using care when disposing of the used carborundum, as 
it can take the finish off the sink, in his day he said the glaze but 
I would guess that streaks in the polish of a stainless sink would be 
just as unwelcome and I wouldn't put it down the waste disposal unit 
either!

Thanks for Hamstick information. I have a few more 
questions. 


The Hamstick instruction sheet shows a capacitor at the 
feedpoint going to ground. I called the manufacturer to ask 
how it was grounded (if one were to use a magnet mount). 

They told me that it would be grounded through the 
Capacitance between the magnets and the car body. It 

seems to me that what we'd have would be series capacitors 

so that if I didn't use a magnet mount, I'd have to use a 
smaller value capacitor if I went directly to ground, such as 
with a gutter mount. 


However, in talking to QRO Hamstick users, I haven't found 
anyone yet that has a capacitor at the feedpoint. Everyone 


that I've talked to just uses a tuner. I thought that for QRP 
applications, I would want to get it as close to resonance at 

the feedpoint as I could, so I've been devising ways to rig a 

capacitor. 


How about a spring? I'm concerned about the interaction 
between the Hamstick and low hanging tree branches. I 
haven't seen any info on what a spring mount does to the 
performance/tuning of the Hamstick. Any ideas? 


What I'm trying to do is 40 Meter QRP mobile or portable in 
the general CW portion of the band. I have a borrowed "Ugly 
Weekender" 4 watt xcvr with no tuner. When I get my 38 

Spl built I'll be facing the same challenge on 30 M.

> One suggestion was to start with more power and get some experience

It's a thought to consider, but by all means if you want 
to try QRP from the start, GO FOR IT! :) I and many 
others have been QRP since first licensed. If you can put 
up a decent xresonant* antenna (see below) you xwill* make 
contacts. Good way to start is to look for the strongest 
signals and call them, tail-end them, whatever. It works! 


> An antenna is also a problem as I live on a small city lot and would 
> like to keep the antenna in the back yard and would prefer not to use 
> a tower. An antenna that would double for SWLing would also be useful. 


Can you fit a 40m inverted-vee/dipole? Even if it's low 
you'll work plenty of folks. Just make sure it's resonant. 


For lower profile (and lower angle radiation) I had great 
success with a raised Hamstick vertical (six radials). 
Bagged 19 Foxes with it this year. It worked! Had to buy an 
extra-long whip to get it to be resonant on the lower end 
of 40m though - supplied whip was too short. And I could 
take it down (unscrew it from the mount) when I was done, 
so the neighbors never knew.... 


> My interest in QRP stems from not having a lot of $$$ for the hobby and 
> that I enjoy making things. The idea of building my own rig really 


> appeals to me. 


Amen and pass the NE602! :-) Though unless you have an 
experienced builder/Elmer to help you out, I'd strongly 
suggest starting with a commercial rig or a pre-built

The first transmitter I used as a novice was an 80M WWII ARC-5 with 
400V on the plates. It probably only put out about 25 watts, not qrp, 
but certainly wasn't a qro rig by todays standards. I was using an 
ARC-5 receiver (broad as a barn), and a 75 £t. end fed wire antenna. 

I made contacts all over the country; usually if I could hear them, 

I could work them. I never felt the need for more power, just a more 
selective receiver. When I bought a used HQ-170 receiver, I thought 
I'd died and gone to heaven! 


Until you develop the skills, you may not be able beat the competition 
and work the rare ones you hear, but you'll make plenty of casual 
contacts running qrp. In the meantime, you'll develop the operating 
skills needed to compete (and beat) the qro crowd, and have a lot of 
fun doing it! HF isn't like 2M repeater operation - you don't have to 
be "full quieting" to communicate.

I got a note from one of the gang here saying "I enjoy reading your 
"debugging status reports". I think old manual printing presses qualify as 
QRP rigs, don't you?" 


Well, yeah. Kinda. It's probably more like running an older tube transmitter 
and receiver, as in a tube rig that doesn't have all the cute little features 
that SSB tube rigs sometimes had. Like anything more than the selectivity 
control that used to be on WW II bomber receivers. (No, I don't remember the 
nomenclature. I wasn't born then and besides, I only know what they look 
like, not what they're called. Big green bandswitch knob lookes like the lid 
on a blender or something.) 


Running old fashion hand-fed, foot-&-treadle pumped cast iron presses is a 
lot more exercise than QRP. Unless you're running the rig off the stationary 
exercise bike-&-generatorizeroony kinda deal.

The issue contained a very interesting article by Bob Follet WA7FCU on 
his efforts to improve the output power from his Sierra. Since that was 
the next project on my list I decided to attack the problem. Well after 
putting in all of the mods I determined appropriate except for the final, 
I was able to increase the output power by approximately 3db. The most 
challenging band was 15 meters were the stock radio only put out 1 watt. 
This increased to almost 2 watts. 40 meters went from 2 to 3 watts.

> I would highly recommend that anyone desiring to increase the output 
> power from their Sierra make the changes indicated by Bob, especially the 
> MRF237. 


Wouldn't it be interesting to learn what the tweaking does to the 
spectral purity of the output signal? 


I haven't got the proper instruments, but I've done some testing. I 
have changed the output filter values of my Sierra on some bands to 
the values given by W6EMD. Lacking a spectrum analyser, I think I can 
get some indication of signal purity from my directional wattmeter 
that is connected to my Matchbox type antenna tuner and balanced feed 
antenna. The tuner & antenna will produce 50 Ohm resistive only at the 
fundamental frequency and reflect harmonics & spurious energy. So if 
the output is 3000 mW and there is a residual reflected power is 1 mW 
an estimate of the harmonics suppression is 1000 or -30 dB. (BTW, I 
need to go below this, as the requirement is 40 dB suppression) 


Well, if I turn up the wick (drive trimmer), above a certain point the 
power reflected from the selective load comes up quite clearly. I'm 
not prepared to quote any numbers on this, but it can readily be seen. 


I'm not certain why, but in order to reduce the residual value of the 
reflected power to zero, I need to reduce the output power to less 
than 2 W on 80 m. Turning the dive up makes the harmonics come up 
quite markedly above a ceratin point. I haven't tested any other bands 
than 80 m. Therse is a ferrite bead on the base of the 2N2222A. 


The phasing of the output driving transformer is correct per the 
instructions and I've checked it on a ‘scope, too. I wonder if it's 


possible that either the 2N2222A or the 2N3553 was damaged during my 
experimenting so that they work but aren't a 100% OK anymore. 


To be able to experiment with the TX circuit I started to build up the 
three last stages of the Sierra TX on a separate board. The first 
stage (J309) did at first oscillate at some unknown frequency w/o any 
input until I put a ferrite bead on the gate lead. Input signal is 
from an Autek RF-1! The emitter pot of the 2N2222A lets the output 
power be adjusted up to 125 mW or so before signs of instability 
occur. Perhaps this is when the 2N2222 starts to go into class C. 
Measurements were done with an RF-probe only which doesn't tell a 
whole lot. 


The final in my test setup will have to be an RCA 4013 (the substitute 
Dan's small parts offers for the 2N3553). It'll be quite a bit safer 
and easier to prod this test TX instead of the Sierra with an 
oscilloscope probe at my QRL. 


Still, spectrum analyser results under varying drive conditions would 
be interesting.
